Tops of Corn Sta lk s Be s t For Fod­ 


de r, But Whe n Run Through 


Corn Shre dde r Are Da ma ge d. 


George 
Hill, a well k nown farmer 
of this county , living near 
M o s c o w 
has p atented a corn “top p er” which 


lo o k s to be good. 
His invention, it 
is 
believed, is p ractical and should be 
of much value to farm ers. 
He re­ 
ceived notice 
o f the granting of the 
p atent this week . 
Mr. Hill’s top p er consists 
of a 
p air of steel blades attached to two 
iron arms. The arms are curved and 
are tap p ered 
at the top . 
They are 
fastened together at the top , but the 
tap p ered ends have a 
sp ring 
be­ 
tween them. 
Adjustable strap s arc 
fastened to the arms, these 
strap s 
holding the hand in p osition when tiie 
top |H*r is being used. 
The blades are brought together by 
p ressure of the hand and 
after a 
corn stalk has been cut, are autom a­ 
tically released and sp read out in a 
V-shap e through the action of the 
sp ring at the top . 
Farm ers agree that the top s of the 
corn stalk s furnish the best fodder. 
The p resent method of top p ing the 
stalk s, through the use of the ordin­ 
ary corn k nife, however, is so labor­ 
ious and tedious that a number of 
farm ers are willing to 
use 
fodder 
which has p assed through 
a 
corn 
shredder. 
This fodder is admittedly 
inferior to the top s and the use of a 
shredder is naturally more exp ensive 
than gathering the corn and top s by 
hand. 
The inventor of the top p er claims 
that through 
its use it is p os s i b l e to 
top about four acres of corn a day . 
This is nearly four times as fast a s 
the top s can la* gathered while using 
a corn k nife. The increased sp eed is 
obtained through the fact that only 
one hand is needed to op erate the 
top ]>er and the other can be used in 
carry ing the top s. 
As the ordinary corn k nife re­ 
quires the use of both hands in 
t op ­ 
p ing ony a small quantity of the t op s 
can be carried along and the op era­ 
tion is tliU'« made more 
tedio us. The 
top p er is said to be a labor saver as1 
it requires 
le s s strength and exertion 
than is required in using 
a 
corn 
k nife.

TWO 


Primary Purpose is to Betray Enemy 


into Preparing for Attack and 


Thus Show Strength

New York, Aug. 13.— Three well- 


defined reeonnaisanees in foree are 


now revealing themeslves in the area 


of hostilities. 
The first is to the west

burg border and 
the 
third is 
in 


Southern Alsace. 
Germany is con­ 


ducting the first two and France the 


third. 
The object of a recominais- 


ance in force is to entice the enemy

pare for an attack. 


The first of the reconn aisance is

German army massing to the east of

The cavalry reeonnaisance report­ 


ed today indicates this plan of cam ­ 


paign is being followed despite its 


defy by the enemy. 
The 
German 


commander now, must obtain inform­ 


ation of the mobilization center of 
the allies. 
I f the first decisive 
bat­ 


tle of the w ar is fought in Belgium 


instead of the southwest of Lille, as 


seems to have been the original Ger­ 


man intention, a new possibility is 
added to Germany's hope of victory. 


The battle must be so manipulated 


from the ideal German standpoint 


that, in case of the defeat of the a l­ 


lies, they will have to retreat into 


the immense stronghold of Antwerp.

There was nothing to it. 
1 had to 


get up and go. 
I did not have the 


change. 


I found the same thing at the next 


restaurant 1 went to; Ilum bin’s, in 


the Rue Durout; and at Gauclair’s 


in the Rue I)e Richeilieu; and at the 


third and fourth and 
fifth 
eating 


houses. 
A ll the time my hunger was 


growing. 
Then I tried the more pre- 


sumptious 
restaurants; the 
Cafe 


Riche, the Cafe Viennois, the Cafe 


Americain, the Cafe He La Paiz, the 


Grand Cafe. 
Everywhere I was met 


by the same tiling, a eonspieious sign 


reading: “ Larger sums than $4 (20 


francs) not changed here.” Or “ cus­ 


tomers not provided with change will 


not be served." 


It was a desperate situation. 
Nor 


was it solved until I met a fellow 


correspondent anil the two 
of 
us 


went to the cafe I)e Paris and had a 


$10 dinner between us. 
There we 


get in change for the 100 frac note 


a dinner and a 50 franc note. 


The next day at the bank I was 


quietly, almost seceretly, given a fifty 


franc note and a 10 silver five-franc 


pieces in exchange for a 100 franc 


bill. 
Though the silver almost pull­ 


ed my pants oft’, I was never so proud 


in my life. 


Later I learned that housewives 


either had to buy on credit or go with 


out market products, small 
mer­ 


chants being caught without a parti­ 


cle of change. 
Department stores 


did a tremendous business in petit 


articles, purchasers invariably ten­ 


dering paper money in order to get 


the change. 
The unpresedcnted sit­ 


uation was largely due to the thrifty 


French changing their 
paper 
into 


gold and silver and salting it away 


against war 
times. 
The 
change 


shortage lasted until the Bank of 


France put out five and twenty franc 


notes. 
Then came a rush to obtain 


the divisional money. 
Lines, eight 


and ten deep, squares long, waited 


all day at the 
change 
windows. 


Women by tlie* thousands were there. 


Many sat on campstools and hund- 


dreds broughts their lunches along.

N early all crude rubber comes to this 


country through English p o r ts and in 


English vessels. 
At present, p ra c ti­ 


cally none is coming in, and it m ay 


he that the s u p p ly will be entirely cut 


off. 


The rubber brokers have 
a 
very 


limited supply of crude rubber to o f­ 


fer, none o f them quoting a price on 


more than two or three 
tons. The 


price of crude rubber, he said, 
lia s 


p ractically doubled since the w a r be- 


gan. 


Another thing that will interfere to 


some extent with the m anufacture of 


rubber goods is the fa c t that certain 


chem icals used in the process are 


procured from 
Germ any.

E ve n at these tem­ 


peratures. some bacteria w ill m ulti­ 


ply and cause the souring of the 


milk, hut the increase is slow and 


during a few hours no serious re­ 


sults will occur.

On the other hand, where milk is 


to be -hipped long distances, the in i­ 


lia 1 tem perature must he lower, a s ­ 


suming that no provision is made for 


m aintaining the original tem perature 


during transportation. W here milk is 


in tran-it fo r several hours, it is nec­ 


essary to cool it down to near 
the 


freezing point. 
So soon as the milk 


can, however, is exposed to a ir tem­ 


perature, and especially to the sun, 


the tem perature of the milk begins to 


rise very rapidly and every precau­ 


tion should be taken to keep it from 


being raised by the outride heat.

The president’s letter was as fol­ 
lows ; 


“ The rapid and unwarranted in­ 
crease in the price of food stuffs in 
this country upon the pretext of the 
conditions existing in Europe is so 
serious and vital that 1 take liberty 
of ealling your attention to it. 


“ I would he very much obliged if 
you advise me whether there is un­

gal process, and what federal legis­ 
lation if any would in your judge­ 
ment be justifiable and warrantable 
in the circumstance.*^. 


“ I feel that this is a matter which 
we cannot let pass by without trying 
to starve the country.

country ought to be defended, if pos­ 
sible against men who

advantage of such eipeiuustanees pi 
increase the price of food and *t^e 
difficulties of living.”

Paris. Aug. 1.— (By mail to Xew 


York)—Mark Twain with his $10.000 
hank nole which he found impossible 
to spend, had nothing on me. I came 
near starving in the cily of Paris, the 
city of paramount cafes and restau- 
rants, with my pockets lined with .$20 
hills, or rather with 100 franc notes, 
because nobody had change. 


It was Thursday, July UO, the day 


the money panic struck Paris. The 
officials didn't call it a 
panic 
and 


probably would have expelled 
from 


French territory any 
correspondent 


-ending out the news of it as such. 
But by whatever name one culls it. it 
fell so suddenly on the cily that: few 
knew it had fallen until caught tight- 
ly 
under 
its

Quite serenely 1 left the ollice at 7 


o'clock after a day of war news, ru- 
mors of French mobih/.ation. and the 
arrest ol! an editor who printed too 
much news. 1 took a seat on the ter- 
race fronting Ihe Cafe Cardinal, on 
the Grand Boulevards. 
It is one of 


the biggest in the city. 


1 had an appetizer and a cigar and 


asked lo have one of my ]IM) franc 
notes changed. 
The restaurant was

Then I went to Le Petit Kiche. a

houses. All the time my hunger was 
growing. 
Then 1 tried the more pre- 


sumptions 
restaurants; the 
Cafe 


Kiche, the Cafe Yiennois, the Cafe 
Americain, the Cafe l)e La Paiz, the 
Grand Cafe. Everywhere I was met 
by ihe .same thing, a con-picious sign 
reading: "Larger sums than .f-l (20 
francs) not changed here."
